as they came before the community with a complete plan 
for the hiring of a new chief. 

The recruitment process was specified as follows. 

Sergeant Chirstenson will be instated as chief on a tem¬ 
porary bias. During this time, the council will continue 
their recruitment to ensure that they choose the right 
person to be the new chief. 

Following the announcement of the recruitment pro¬ 
cess, Nick Conway the Executive Director of the San 
Gabriel Valley Council of Governments (COG) gave a 
presentation on the activities of the council. The focus 
of the presentation was the benefits that COG is able to 
provide both the San Gabriel Valley and Sierra Madre. 

The council, which Conway called, “Los Angeles’ 
best kept secret,” is comprised of a federation of thirty 
communities in the valley. The mission of the council 
is to ensure that the San Gabriel Valley gets its fair share 
of the scarce federal, state, and local resources by fos¬ 
tering consensus on issues such as land use, air quality, 
solid waste, transportation, community development, 
economic devefrjpment, and legislative issues 

One example of the benefits the council has brought 
to the valley through pursuit of its mission is the Grade 
Crossing issue. The COG was able to secure a large sum 
of federal aid for the valley by showing that many of the 
goods from the productive Alemeda Corridor in Los 
Angeles pass through the valley. Without the COG’s 
work, these funds would not have been given to the 
valley because no one would have been aware of the 
valley’s need for it. 

The council, which now has support from 99% of 
the communities in the valley, also has support from 
several of our own council members. Mayor Jim Hes¬ 
ter related his early concerns about COG, but said that 
he now sees it as a great service. Mr. Hester is present¬ 
ly involved with the council as the head of the transpor¬ 
tation committee. Councilmember Bart Doyle is also 
closely tied to the COG. 

After the presentation by COG, the city council 
heard the presentation of the Utilities Underground 
Committee. The committee presented to the council, 
their plan to get the electrical, phone, and cable wiring

They could be easily overheard laughing and say¬ 
ing to the maiiagei, "Do you need some help busting 
some a—?” 

I make it my business lo know where and what my 
kids are doing, but teens need some freedom I know 
that they don’t smoke or drink or do drugs but they are 
by no means perfect. Many times my kids and their 
friends have hung out at my house, if there were to be a 
problem, it would only lake a word from this five foot 
tall mother and not the S.Nl.P.D. 1 treat these kids like 
the young citizens of Sierra Madre that they are and they 
treat me with the same respect. 

My point is simpiv this. Citizens and Merchants of 
Sierra Madre, the teens of this town have the same rights 
that you have. Theii parents pay taxes and patronize 
your businesses too,. We want to keep the city safe for 
everyone who lives here regardless of age. Teenagers 
and Skateboarders are not necessarily druggies or gang 
members.

The first 
skateboiu-ds were manufactured, (Hobie, Makaha), mag¬ 
azine published, (The Quarterly Skateboarder), and con¬ 
test held (The International Skateboard Championships 
in Anaheim was televi.sed on three networks and the 
Wide World of Sports in 1965) in the ’60s. 

Carlsbad was the first skatepark to open (in 1976) 
followed by at least twenty more in Southern Califor¬ 
nia alone (Colton, Lakewood, Montebello, Whittier) 
with names such as Big ‘O’, Endless Wave, The Run¬ 
way, Skatercross. Skateparks were fun. There were 
contests, barbecues, arcades and music. Devo showed 
up at the opening of Pomona Pipe and Pool while across 
the valley a year later at Marina Skatepark, you could 
watch the Adolescents. This area was filled with pro¬ 
fessional skateboarders. The Stroples, The Schraoders, 
Lame Mountain, Eric Nash, Spidey, Grosso. The real 
estate and insurance rosts skyrocketed and I watched as 
Upland and Del Mai Skateparks were the last to bite the 
blade. 

Now we have streets posted with ‘No Skateboarding” 
signs and hypocrites who were liberal saying, “It’s rude, 
loud and dangerous.” Yes, there are rude people in all 
facets of life. People make more noise across the street 
train our house, in laziness, honking their horns lo pick 
then kids up, than the skateboarders do.

Oh, Say Can You See!

How many Sierra Madreans remember the wonder¬ 
ful sights that were to be seen in Sierra Madre with young 
eyes-ago, ago? 

I remember taking walks in the early evening with my 
Dad and my Grandfather. We would walk east on Grand¬ 
view and look out over the horizon to see Santa Catali¬ 
na Island. There it sat sparkling in the evening pinkness, 
a far-away blue tinged exotic spot, promising all kinds 
of sights and sounds and music across the sea. An island! 
What secrets of delight! I fell in love with Santa Catali¬ 
na Island the first time 1 saw it. 

I really wanted to go there. I didn’t know how I would 
ever be lucky enough to make it, but I sure wanted to go 
and find out what wonders that place held for me. I fi¬ 
nally got to go w hen I was a 

Boy Scout. I went to camp there, around the island 
from the tourist places and the casino, al Cherry Valley. 
Two weeks in the outdoors, roughing it. Scuffing around 
learning scout ways and having a wonderful time. We 
took our meals at the Mess Hall located on the grounds 
and that’s where I found out that milk was called “Moo- 
juice” and eggs were called “cackle-berries.” 

One of our projects to work on w as building a crystal 
set. A crystal set, for those of you who came in the tele¬ 
phone age, is a radio that is made with a lot of copper 
wire and a big copper wire antenna. When it was fin¬ 
ished, you didn’t plug it in the wall as there was no plug, 
you moved the tuning wire back and forth until some¬ 
thing (station) came in. It seemed like a miracle to me. 

I love Santa Catalina Island still, my wife and I go to 
Avalon on occasion and spend delightful times there. 

We would also walk to the orange groves which were 
just below Sierra Madre Boulevard and Mountain Trail. 
They had smudge pots all over the place, between the 
rows of orange trees. The smudge pots were used to keep 
the trees warm on the nights that were extremely cold 
in the wintertime. The growers would light them on these 
cold nights and the warm smoke would eirele round the 
trees and keep them from freezing. I ilon'l think you will 
find smudge pots in suburban areas anymore, we have 
enough air pollution as it is. There was nothing below 
that area south to Foothill Boulevard but groves of or¬ 
ange trees. 

One time my grandmother and 1 took a walk to the 
orange groves—just after dark. Before we left the house 
she got a paper bag that she wanted to take with us. I 
asked her what the paper bag was for and all she said 
was “you’ll see.” So, off we trekked down the hill. When 
we got to the orange groves, my grandmother said “I’m 
going to get a few oranges.” I said ‘Tm not going in there 
with you. You’ll get caught.” Well, my grandmother said 
the only good oranges are the ones you can get from 
someone else. 1 still didn't go into the trees. I was scared. 
And I wasn’t too sure that she had the right idea. She 
disappeared for a few minutes and came back with a nice 
little bag of oranges. I told my Mom w hat happened and 
she wouldn't let me go for walks w ith grandmother any¬ 
more. 

On occasion, my Dad and I would walk west on 
Grandview to Michillinda Avenue. Looking west from 
that location, the only thing I could see were grape vines 
growing everywhere and a little beyond the vineyards 
was another grove of oranges, and then just beyond that 
was St. Luke’s Hospital. There was no Hastings Ranch 
in those days. 

Going north on Michillinda to the end, there was an 
old dirt road that took off to the left, it winded snake¬ 
like up the hill and for a time, there we found real old, 
beat up buildings, made of wood-from yesteryear—re¬ 
ally, really old. In back of the building were old Indian 
trails which I was told led to an old Indian burial ground. 
I don’t know if that was true or not but it sounds to me 
now that it was just the kind of stuff a little boy wanted 
to believe and so, I took it for a fact. 

When Dad and I walked east on Grandview or Sierra 
Madre Boulevard to Santa Anita, and looked to the east, 
ail I could see were huge oak trees and river bottom with 
gieat big boulders. There were no houses. There was no 
treeway, there were no buildings, just a small road run¬ 
ning along foothill going out, out, out, that was Route 
66 eventually. Imagine I was up and running before 
Route 66! 

If we walked along Sierra Madre from the west, there 
were no apartments as there are now. All there was were 
old, and some not so old single homes. Alas! It is dif¬ 
ferent now-that time is past but the memory is sweet. 

The Sierra Madre News was going strong back in 
1937, and certainly it was not headline news, but I be¬ 
lieve there was an announcement of my birth that spring. 
Incidental to the fact that I was born at the Glendale 
Hospital, my folks were Sierra Madreans and were 
thrilled that the paper noticed their addition to the pop¬ 
ulation. Every Thursday, after I got to be knee high to a 
grasshopper, or taller, my Mom would send me down¬ 
town to buy the Sierra Madre News. This was our line 
of communication in town; we knew the folks that were 
written about in the paper, and the events that were hap¬ 
pening, or coming up. As far back as I can remember, 
we called it “the squeak.” 

Most everybody that I knew called it “the squeak.” 
All the Sierra Madreans we knew were avidly proud of 
our town newspaper. I remembered somebody tried to 
start another newspaper in town, it upset me and my 
family. Somehow it didn’t last very long. To this day, 
when I want to catch up on what’s new in Sierra Madre, 
this is the paper for me and my folks.

Chief Joe Surgent recently announced his plans to 
retire in September. In response to that, the city coun¬ 
cil met Tuesday in Executive Session to discuss the pro¬ 
cess in which a new chief will be selected. That process 
though is missing one thing, you! To *emedy that we 
took to the streets and asked you, the residents, what 
qualities you would like to see in the next police chief 
and whether you had any suggestions as to whom the 
new chief should be.

Wine Trivia 


The Tin Pan Alley Rag 

Another world premiere, “The Tin Pan Alley Rag” 
now at the Pasadena Playhouse, is a very entertaining, 
even informative, way to spend an evening. Its frame¬ 
work is a conversation between legendary songwriter 
Irving Berlin (once I.srael Baline, Russian immigrant) 
and legendary “King of Ragtime” Scott Joplin, son of a 
slave. The conversation is not history, but the two mu¬ 
sicians lived in New York City at the same time and 
there’s no reason it couldn’t have happened. Berlin’s 
early popular songs were sung all over America in the 
year 1915; songs like “I Love a Piano”. “Play a Simple 
Melody”, “Snooky Ookums” and “Alexander’s Ragtime 
Band”. Joplin’s ragtime was played on a million pianos 
across the country: “Maple Leaf Rag”, “The Entertain¬ 
er” and others. Berlin had no formal musical education 
at all, just a good ear and a touch of genius. Joplin, with 
a college degree in music, was paying the bills with his 
infectious syncopated piano in bars and bawdy houses. 

Joplin had higher ambitions and wrote an opera in 
ragtime which he could not persuade anyone to produce. 
It wasn’t until well after his death that people began to 
appreciate his versatility and his faith in his music. 

Berlin, of course, wrote movie scores and Broadway 
musicals and lived to be 101. 


There are approximately 7.3 million bubbles in a glass 
of Champagne.

There are approximately 1,150 grapes in one bottle 
of Champagne. Each vine produces between four and 
five bottles. 

In describing the driest Sparkling Wine Natural would 
be first, followed by Brut, Extra Dry and then Sekt be¬ 
ing the sweetest. Sparkling wine can be served as an 
aperitif to refresh your palate and can also be served 
throughout your meal, complementing many different 
cuisines. 

Bulk Process wines tend to be sweet with less deli¬ 
cacy and complexity of flavors. Bulk Process means the 
wine is fermented entirely in a pressurized tank for only 
a few weeks. 

Methode Champenoise wines are fermented right in 
the bottle for many months. This slow, bottle fermen¬ 
tation adds complexity and softens the wine without 
adding a lot of sugar. 

Champagne bottles range in the following sizes 750 
L, 1.5 Magnum, Jeroboam (3 L), Methuselah (6L), and 
Nebuchadnezzar (9L). 

An expert Riddler can turn as many as 50,000 bottles 
per day.

Due to the extraordinary cooperation of Phyllis Wil¬ 
burn, Program Manager, at the Arboretum, my two 
children, along with six other kids, are having a great 
time in the Arboretum’s “Roots and Shoots” garden¬ 
ing class. 

About two months ago, I spoke with Phyllis on the 
phone, inquiring about once a week daytime garden¬ 
ing classes for my children. None were listed on the 
Summer class schedule we had just received in the 
mail. My husband has fond memories of taking gar¬ 
dening classes there as a child and we both thought it 
would be fun for our kids to have the same experience. 

Phyllis explained that it had become increasingly 
difficult to find kids to enroll in once a week daytime 
classes. As people’s schedules have become more 
hectic and less flexible the trend toward week long 
camps has taken over. However, instead of ending the 
conversation, she said she would be willing to work 
with me on setting up a class if I couldn’t find eight 
children to fill it. 

At first, I had a hard time even convincing my 
daughter to enroll. Only my son was interested. After 
leaving phone messages and/or speaking to the people 
I knew who might have flexible schedules I became 
discouraged as the standard reply was that they had 
already signed their kids up for camps or would be va¬ 
cationing. Luckily, one individual whom 1 had left a 
phone message with did call back a week later with 
great news. Not only would her kids enroll but she 
knew four other kids who would be interested as well. 
At that point my daughter changed her mind and de¬ 
cided to take the class. Thus, we had eight children t 
form the class. 

The kids are over half way through the class now and 
have learned so many things. They keep journals to 
write about their weekly activities and monitor the 
growth of the plants they planted the first week. 
Among other things they have learned about garden 
“friendly” bugs, environmental concerns, proper usage 
and safety of garden tools, made compost piles, fed 
ducks and gone on nature walks. They even observed 
a German rock group filming briefly one day which had 
nothing to do with gardening but added a lot of excite¬ 
ment! At the last class they will have a “Harvest” party 
and enjoy their vegetables hopefully prepared by a chef 
Leigh hopes to line up. 

Speaking of Leigh Talmo, she is their instructor and 
has had a lot to do with the success of the class. As a 
young child she learned to garden with her grandpar¬ 
ents. Eventually she took gardening classes at the 
Arboretum as a young adult. She describes herself as 
a self-taught horticulturist. She has obviously done a 
good job of it as she has been growing herbs for the 
Parkway Grill restaurant for the past four years while 
teaching classes to school children throughout each 
school year. He background in early childhood edu¬ 
cation is reflected in how well she handles my 
children’s class. She gives them a lot of encourage¬ 
ment, is extremely patient, and allows each child to 
pursue gardening tasks which suit their individual in¬ 
terests, while stressing overall teamwork. 

Many thanks to Phyllis Wilburn and Leigh Talmo, 
as well as Allison Condon, who found the six other kids 
to form the class. Because of their efforts, my kids are 
able to observe “roots” and “shoots”, while reaping 
many intangible but invaluable “fruits”.

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Last week we wrote about Barney dealing with this 
controversial subject of healing. You will remember his 
titillating sermon entitled, “Wheelin’ & Dealin’ with 
Kneelin’ & Healin.”
